
After judge throws out legal bid to halt plans to build thousands 
of homes north of Harlow, opponents refuse to give up their fight 

A WAR OF 
ATTRITION 


CAMPAIGNERS waging a bat¬ 
tle to prevent thousands of 
homes being built on open 
countryside bordering Harlow 
have vowed to fight on despite 
the failure of a legal challenge 
to the proposals. 

At the end of a three-day hearing 
at the High Court, estimated to have 
cost £50,000, a judge upheld the

legality of the Harlow North blue¬ 
print which makes up part of the 
controversial East of England Plan. 

It had been argued the Government 
had failed to comply with European rules 
on the environmental assessment of the 
development before publishing it as part 
of the EoEP last year. 


But Mr Justice Mitting ruled that pro¬ 
cedures had been properly followed and 
said the plan, which would transform a 
swathe of land to the north of the A414 
and effectively act as a huge expansion of 
Harlow with at least 10,000 homes, did 
not have to be reconsidered. 

Nigel Clark, secretary of pressure 
group STOP Harlow North which was in 
court for the start of the hearing, said 
there were still plenty more opportuni-

ties to derail the the proposals. 

“We are disappointed by the 
decision but the case did hinge on 
a narrow legal point,” he said. “We 
still believe there is a strong case 
and we will be challenging 
Hertfordshire County Council to 
appeal. 

“We have not put all our eggs in 
one basket with the judicial 
review. It has given us a year’s 
delay and we are aware a deal to 
buy the land from Ropemakers 
has still not been sealed. 

“There is still no planning 
application and there’s the whole 
scenario of the local development 
framework which has to be devel¬ 
oped over the next year or so. 
There will be some point where 


the views of the public differ from 
those the Secretary of State.” 

However, the judge’s ruling has 
been welcomed by the leaders of 
all three political parties on 
Harlow Council. 

They say the plan will assist the 
town’s regeneration and help to 
transform Harlow into a major 
sub-regional shopping centre 
through investment and opportu¬ 
nities. 

The judicial review hinged on 
one point - whether the Secretary 
of State had considered the alter¬ 
natives in a strategic environmen¬ 
tal assessment before publishing 
the EoER 

In the same legal challenge, 
which was mounted by Hertford¬ 
shire County Council and St 
Albans District Council, the judge

ruled that proposed developments 
at Hemel Hempstead, Welwyn 
Garden City and Hatfield must be 
reconsidered because the environ¬ 
mental impact had not been proper¬ 
ly thought through. 

Mr Clark added: “As campaign¬ 
ers we are fighting a long war of 
attrition. The Government still has 
to address the significant infra¬ 
structure deficit around Harlow 
which is estimated at £lbn. 

“We will continue to highlight 
these flaws and the unstainable 
nature of Harlow North at every 
opportunity and will need help in 
further public consultations later 
this year.”

THE far right British National 
Party is hoping to exploit public 
dissatisfaction with the main 
political parties by fielding candi¬ 
dates in all three Harlow divisions 
in next week’s county council elec¬ 
tions. 

It is the first time the BNP has con¬ 
tested seats in the town and supporters 
have been delivering election literature 
to homes throughout the area in a bid to 
gain votes. 

BNP candidates will be up against 
Conservative, Labour, Liberal Democrat and 
Green Party opponents in Harlow North, 
Harlow South East and Harlow West in 
Thursday’s poll. 

Steve McCole, sub-regional organiser for 
the BNP which is fielding candidates in 
every seat across the county, denied the party 
was racist and said it simply addressed issues 
others ignored. 

“We have a lot of members and a lot of 
inquiries coming in from Harlow so there’s 
clearly support for us there,” he said. 

But the BNP’s appearance on ballot papers 
has not been welcomed by the party’s oppo¬ 
nents. 

Paul Kirkman, Labour group leader on 


Essex County Council, said: “They are a 
racist, fascist party. They may put on a suit to 
pretend they are otherwise but that’s not what 
they are. 

“It will be unpleasant and disappointing if 
they get in but they will never run the coun¬ 
cil because they do not understand the demo¬ 
cratic process. 

“I think this is a symptom of a malaise 
where people are fed up with mainstream 
parties so we are having to double our efforts 
to make sure we tell the public that our poli¬ 
cies are the best.” 

Linda Pailing, who is standing for the 
Liberal Democrats in Harlow South East, 
said she believed the BNP’s decision to stand 
was a bad thing for the electorate of the town. 

“I am concerned and I hope people take a 
serious look at what their local politicians 
want to do locally and not focus on what is 
happening in national politics,” she added. 

Lee Dangerfield, one of the Conservative 


candidates in the Harlow West division where 
voters must elect two councillors, said 
although he did not agree with the BNP, it 
was up to voters to do what they felt was 
right. 

This week the Bishop of Chelmsford urged 
electors to use their votes on June 4. In a 
direct appeal to voters, the Rt Rev John 
Gladwin said: “There can be no room for 
complacency. 

“Racist parties have put up candidates. It 
will be no good complaining if the wrong 
people get elected if we do not exercise our 
democratic right and vote.” 

# VOTERS will also be going to the polls on 
Thursday to choose their regional members 
of the European Parliament. For a full list of 
candidates standing in the eastern region, 
which includes Harlow, log on to www.har- 
lowstar.co.uk and click on the ‘Daily News’ 
link.

Flat blaze victim died 
from smoke inhalation 


A WOMAN died and her 
boyfriend was left with dev¬ 
astating brain damage after 
inhaling toxic smoke from a 
fire which was started delib¬ 
erately a Chelmsford Crown 
Court jury heard this week. 

The blaze began in a 
ground floor flat below the 
one in which Kerry Youngs 
and Kevin Chappie lived but 
forensic scientist Ian Littley 
said the window of their flat 
failed to hold back the poi¬ 
sonous fumes. 

He also said he had no 
doubt that the fire was start¬ 
ed deliberately. 

Mr Littley was giving evi¬ 
dence at the trial of two 
teenagers accused of startinp 


the blaze. Miss Youngs (24) 
never regained conscious¬ 
ness and died two days after 
the fire at Sherwood House 
in Bush Fair, Harlow, on 
May 4, 2005. Mr Chappie 
remains severely brain dam¬ 
aged. 

Mr Littley said examina¬ 
tion of the bedsit area of the 
ground floor flat revealed 
petrol which led to the con¬ 
clusion the fire was started 
on purpose. 

He also told the court that 
escape down the stairs at the 
flats would have been impos¬ 
sible because smoke from 
the fire rose up the stairwell, 
preventing people from 
usinp it 


Jurors have been told two 
boys aged 13 and 14 at the 
time had been bullying the 
occupant of the flat below 
and had started the fire. 

Carl Manton (18), of 
Long Banks, Harlow and a 
17-year-old, also from 
Harlow, deny charges of 
murder, manslaughter, griev¬ 
ous bodily harm and arson 
with intent to endanger life 
and being reckless as to 
whether life was endangered. 

A woman aged 40 and a 
37-year-old man deny acts 
tending or intending to per¬ 
vert the course of justice and 
a 15-year-old girl denies 
making a false statement. 

The hearing continues

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Arsonist 'got 
a buzz' from 
starting fires 


A MAN suffering a mental 
illness has been made the 
subject of a hospital order 
after a court was told he got 
a “buzz” from starting fires. 

Judge Rodger Hayward Smith 
said the public had to be protect¬ 
ed from Malcolm Dedman (50), 
formerly of Stanfields Court, 
Harlow, and he also had to be 
protected from himself. 

Dedman was declared unfit to 
enter a plea at his trial at Chelmsford 
Crown Court last month on charges 
of arson and and being reckless as to 
whether lives would be in danger. 

The court was told he had set fire 
to recycling bins at a block of flats in 
Broadfields, Harlow, on October 25 


2007. 

The jury made a finding of fact 
that he had committed the offence 
and sentence was adjourned until 
Friday. 

The judge described it as “a very 
sad case” and one in which he had no 
hesitation in making a hospital order 
under the Mental Health Act and a 
restriction order without time limit. 

It means that a mental health tribu¬ 
nal panel will have to review the case 
before Dedman, who has been found 
a place at a psychiatric unit in 
Colchester, is released. 

The judge said “Malcolm, as he 
prefers to be known, has a buzz, a 
sense of excitement from lighting 
fires, hearing fire sirens, seeing the 
fire engine and firemen preparing 
their equipment. 


“He has started fires in 1975, 
1993, 1998, 1999, 2001, 2003 and in 
October 2007 when he started one in 
a block of flats or maisonettes. 

“The 2001 incident was particular¬ 
ly serious because he was trying to 
light a fire near a gas pipe. 

“He has said in the past he heard 
voices telling him to light fires. It’s a 
very worrying case. One can only feel 
very sorry for him but the public 
must be protected." 

At the earlier hearing the judge 
awarded commendations and cash 
rewards to two residents of 
Broadfields who put out the fire and 
checked the flats to make sure no-one 
was in them. 

Dean Cardell and Victoria Wright 
were each awarded £250 from the 
High Sheriffs fund. 


Rapid response scheme for 
jobless gets politicians' vote 



A SCHEME which helped redundant 
Woolworths workers find new jobs 
has proved such a success in Harlow 
that it is being extended to help other 
people stuck in the dole queue. 

The Rapid Response initiative, 
which provides instant support and 
advice to people who have lost their 
jobs, has helped ah but five of 19 ex- 
Woolies employees back to work. 

Now the initiative, run by Seetec 
based at Terminus House, has received 
additional EU funding and been given 
a new name - Response to 
Redundancy - so that it can help more 
people find jobs. 

Essex Euro MP Richard Howitt and 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell dropped in 
to launch the revamped scheme on 
Friday and to hear how the project has 
helped Woolworths staff. 

One of the people they spoke to was 
the store’s former deputy manager, 
David McCormick (24), who told 
them how he got in touch with the 
scheme in December and is now work¬ 
ing as a team leader at Home Store 


and More in the Queensgate Centre. 

Mr Howitt said: “One of my key 
priorities for the European elections is 
to make sure that European cash helps 
Harlow families get through these 
tough times. The work that Seetec are 
doing here in Harlow is testament that 
Europe can help.”

Town's bingo brigade calls 
fora U-turn on 'unfair' tax 


BINGO players in Harlow are 
calling on the Government to 
scrap its decision to raise the tax 
duty on the profits paid by the 
promoters to 22 per cent. 

More than 160 customers and 
staff at the Mecca bingo hall in 
Terminus Street have written to 
MP Bill Rammell to complain 
about the rise. 

Mecca manager Bernie 
Dullaghan said: “Our customers 
just can’t understand why the 
Government is targeting 
women. 

“It just doesn’t seem to be fair 
that someone can go to bookies 
and place a bet and only pay 15 
per cent tax while our customers 
have to pay 22 per cent. 


“For some this is the only 
opportunity they have to 
socialise with other people and 
it would be criminal if clubs are 
forced to close because the 
Government is discriminating 
against one of the nation’s 
favourite past times.” 

Mr Rammell said he had been 
told by Treasury officials that 
recent changes to bingo taxation 
had removed the VAT charged 
on participation fees but 
increased bingo duty. 

“I have written to the 
Chancellor to seek further rea- 
suurances as I feel bingo pro¬ 
vides an excellent lesiure and 
social activity, in particluar for 
older people,” he added.

Man acted as 
drugs driver 
after running 
up £700 debt 

A DRUG user who ran into 
debt with a dealer agreed to 
act as their wheel man to 
bring hard drugs into Harlow, 
a court heard. 

Chase Clarke (24) acted as 
driver for the dealer as a 
means of paying off what he 
owed, Chelmsford Crown 
Court was told. 

However, he was was caught 
in two separate undercover 
police operations as he ferried 
heroin to Basildon and crack 
cocaine to Harlow. 

Clarke, of Candy Street, Bow, 
admitted seven offences of 
being concerned in the supply 
of drugs. Three of the charges 
related to heroin in Basildon 
in October and four to crack 
cocaine in Harlow the 
following month. 

The court was told that Clarke 
had smoked cannabis but 
progressed to hard drugs. He 
ran up debts amounting to 
£700. 

Richard Connolly, 
representing Clarke, said in 
mitigation he had initially 
been able to afford to pay for 
his recreational habit of 
smoking cannabis but soon 
fell in with people who used 
harder drugs and ran up the 
bill. 

He had offered to sell his car 
to pay off the £700 debt but 
this was rejected and he felt 
he had no alternative but to 
act as a driver for the dealer. 
Jailing Clarke for 30 months, 
Judge Roger Hayward Smith 
told him he had fallen into the 
hands of evil people higher up 
the chain. 

Pair in court on 
robbery charge 

TWO men accused of a 
£25,000 armed robbery at the 
Sainsbury’s store in Fifth 
Aveue, Harlow, appeared at 
Southend Crown Court on 
Friday. 

Barry Askew (51), of 
Mallows Green, Harlow, and 
Colin Garrod, from Basildon, 
were both remanded in 
custody to appear again on 
June 18. 

The defendants, who did not 
enter pleas, are charged with 
robbery, possessing a 
shortened firearm and three 
offences of money laundering.

Why we should 
vote in EU poll 

SIR, I hardly know where to begin in 
replying to the letter from A J. 
Harrison (Star, May 14) in which he 
advocates boycotting the European 
elections. 

The EU undoubtedly has many faults 
but when one remembers the 
centuries of wars between a 
constantly changing mix of allies and 
enemies, culminating in the two 
world wars of the last century, I will 
settle for today’s situation where war 
is not conceivable within the EU. 
Consider, for example, the Balkans 
conflicts of the 1990s. Could they 
have happened had former Yugoslavia 
been a member of the EU? Today, 
Slovenia is a member and Croatia and 
Former Yugoslav Republic of 
Macedonia are candidates. Indeed, 
there are those who argue that the 
ultimate solution to the continuing 
problems in the area is Serbia’s 
membership. 

On the subject of elections I make 
two points. First, the simple 
democratic one, that the right to vote 
in free elections which was fought for 
for so long and at such cost is 
precious and must not be devalued by 
failing to use it. 

My mother was among the women 
who demanded the right to vote and 
who was old enough to use it in 1918 
when it was finally achieved (though 
still originally not on equal terms 
with men). Until she died at the age 
of 99 I believe she never failed to 
exercise it whenever she had the 
opportunity. If the current situation is 
unsatisfactory, the answer is to 
become more involved in the whole 
political process, not to opt out. 
Specifically on the Euro elections, the 
European Parliament is a part of the 
EU system which counterbalances the 
“democratic deficit” which is alleged 
to exist in the other parts - the 
Council and the Commission which 
actually make the laws and are made 
up of the member states’ 
governments. It is the only major 
international body which is directly 
elected, and deserves support, not the 
ignorant denigration that it so often 
receives. 

Finally, Richard Howitt, the only 
Labour MEP for the East of England, 
is far from anonymous. In addition to 
his work on local issues such as car 
industry jobs, as an EU spokesperson 
for human rights he is known from 
Colombia to Greece.

“The attitude of the person at the other end of the 
phone was disgusting,” said Mr Baker. “They even 
had the nerve to suggest I should move house if I was 
bothered about graffiti. 

“I have always worked hard, paid my council tax in 
full on the date it’s due and never asked for any hand¬ 
outs from this council, but as soon as I need them to 
do something for me I get given the brush-off.” 

The council’s current policy on graffiti covers its

“It makes you wonder if these so-called customer 
service representatives actually know what they are 
talking about.” 

A council spokesman claimed there had been some 
confusion over the exact nature of the graffiti, adding 
that its contractors, Kier Harlow, eventually deemed it 
to be offensive enough to warrant removal free 
of charge. 

“The council’s policy is that there is a charge 
to remove graffiti from privately owned homes 
but we will remove graffiti deemed racist or 
offensive free of charge,” he added.

support their students through further educa¬ 
tion.” 

From September, WestVIc students will be 
taught in purpose-built accommodation on 
the Harlow College site. Staff from the four 
schools will teach the subjects along with lec¬ 
turers from the college to ensure greater con¬ 
tinuity of education. 

Each school will also offer a specialist sub¬ 
ject in accordance with its own skills and 
knowledge. 

Burnt Mill School headteacher Stephen 
Chamberlain said: “It’s a logical extension for 
both teachers and students to get the opportu¬ 
nities that they need for their own successful 
futures.” 

Jane Hadlow, of Mark Hall School, said 
there has been a 20 per cent increase in appli¬ 
cations to the college as a result of the part¬ 
nership, while Passmores head Vic Goddard 
said: “Our pupils are with us for five years 
and this initiative for post 16 education means 
that we don’t lose that connection.” 

Stewards headteacher Rhonda Murther 
added: “Lots of young people will benefit 
from the independent learning style.”

Fewer robberies on rail network 
but number of drug arrests soar 


THE number of people arrested for 
drug-related offences on the rail net¬ 
work serving Harlow and the sur¬ 
rounding area has shot up, according 
to British Transport Police. 

Latest figures show a rise of 54 per 
cent in drugs offences last year, up 
from 646 in 2007/08 to 996. 

But overall the total number of 
recorded crimes in the London North 
patch, which includes East Anglia 
and the northern Home Counties, 
fell by two per cent. 

Robberies, sexual assaults and 


criminal damage were all down but 
violent crime and theft of railway 
property increased. 

Chief Superintendent Mark New¬ 
ton, area commander for London 
North, said it was the fourth year run¬ 
ning the number of robberies com¬ 
mitted on the network has dropped. 

“Uniformed officers working 
closely alongside detectives from our 
robbery squad have continued to 
track down and bring those responsi¬ 
ble for robbery offences before the 
courts,” he added. 


The fall in the number of crimes 
has coincided with a 22 per cent rise 
in detection rates, up from 3,634 in 
2007/8 to 4,426 in 2008/09. 

New neighbourhood policing 
teams introduced at major transport 
hubs to tackle anti-social behaviour 
have improved police visibility and 
increased the number of arrests for 
theft and possession of drugs. 

The increase in arrests for drugs 
offences has also been attributed to 
the use of sniffer dogs as part of oper¬ 
ations targeting knife crime.

A PERFECTLY 
preserved fossil 
believed by scientists 
to be as much as 47 
million years old 
could hold the key to 
the human race. 

The search for a direct 
connection between humans 
and the rest of the animal 
kingdom has been going on 
for centuries. 

The remains of the lemur-like 
animal were found by an 
amateur fossil hunter in 
Germany back in the 1980s 
but it is only now that 
scientists have been able to 
study it.

A NEW operation to drive down the 
number of fatal and serious accidents 
on the Mil motorway has been 
launched by Essex Police. 

Primarily geared towards making the 
40-mile stretch of motorway running 
through the county safer for drivers, 
Operation Minstrel will be spearheaded by 
road policing units working closely with 
Essex County Council’s casualty reduction 
board. 

Police are determined to reduce the toll of seri¬ 
ous incidents on the motorway. Last year there 
were 21 compared to 40 in 2007. 

Officers will use both marked and unmarked 
cars and motorbikes to take action against care¬ 
less, dangerous and speeding drivers, while police 
vehicles equipped with automatic number plate 
recognition will patrol the motorway 24 hours a 
day to catch car thieves and those driving without 
road tax, insurance or a valid MOT. 

Other agencies will also be working with 
police to deal with dangerous goods vehicles and 
suspicious loads. The Highways Agency will 
carry out extra patrols to assist motorists with 
vehicles which have broken down or been 
involved in collisions. 

Sergeant Dan Barber, of the Chigwell road 
policing unit, said: “The message is clear; if you 
choose to disregard road traffic law which is in 
place to improve road safety and prevent colli¬ 
sions, or choose to use Essex roads to travel to 
commit crime, you can expect to be caught and 
prosecuted. 

“The law-abiding public have nothing to fear 
and can expect improved road safety and reduced 
criminality as a result.”

SCRATCH beneath the 
crumbling concrete veneer of 
Harlow and you will discover a 
town with an understated yet 
impressively rich artistic 
heritage. 

Far from being a stereotypical soulless 
post-war new town, it is home to one 
of the most significant collections of 
sculptures in the country. 

And now The Harlow Art Trust has 
teamed up with Essex County Council 
to promote the sheer wealth of art on 
offer. 

Visitors to the town can pick up a free 
copy of the illustrated Harlow Sculpture 
Map and explore an assortment of 
artistic riches peppered across the area 
by embarking on one of two 
fascinating arts trails. 

Starting at the Gibberd Garden which 
itself features an astonishing 80 
sculptures set among seven acres of 
beautifully landscaped grounds, The 
River Stort Art Trail is a picturesque 
journey along the banks of the River 
Stort which takes in the sculptures 
located at each of the four locks. 

Joel Charles, vice-chairman of Harlow 
Council’s environment and community 
committee, said: “The River Stort 
sculpture trail is an excellent project 


which draws on the long tradition 
within Harlow of siting sculpture in 
public spaces. 

“There are over 60 works for local 
residents and visitors to enjoy around 
the town. Some of the town and 
surrounding area's best scenery can be 
viewed along the River Stort. The 
sculptures, along with the 
improvements to the towpath, make 
this a great trail for everyone to enjoy 
this summer." 

At the trail's end, arts adventurers will 


come upon Parndon Mill, a complex of 
Grade II listed buildings providing 
studio spaces for artists and designers 
and a public gallery exhibiting a variety 
of mixed media works. 

For visitors also keen to do a spot of 
shopping, the Harlow Sculpture Trail 
takes in the stunning array of works 
located in the town centre and beyond, 
including Henry Moore's renowned 
Family Group and pieces by Ralph 
Brown, Gerda Rubinstein and FE 
McWilliam.
